Gen. Douglas MacArthur's dismissal, with Defense Secretary 

George C. Marshall the witness: 


HAIRMAN RICHARD B. RUS- 

SELL, (Dem.), 

have a very few uestions ... 
before asking them I want to in- 
quire of Gen. Marshall as to 
whether you desire to make any 
further statement with reference 
to any question that was asked 
you yesterday, and particularly 
those that were excluded from 
the record for security reasons. 

MARSHALL—I don’t think of 
any at the moment, sir. 

RUSSELL—. . . I want you to 
tell us for the record just what 
restrictions were placed upon the 
scope of military operations in 
Korea and where those restric- 
tions originated. 

‘MARSHALL — The restrictions 
imposed on Gen. MacArthur in 
the conduct of the campaign in 
Korea were in general to confine 
the operations to Korea, and un- 
der no circumstances to carry out 
operations beyond the border of 
Korea into Manchuria. 

He was also cautioned against 
having units within, I think it 
was, about 15 miles of the border 
in northeast Korea where it 
touched the perimeter of Siberia, 
the Soviet government. . 

The ‘restrictions did not apply 
to operations by the Navy on the 
v-ater along off the coast of Korea, 
but those were restricted, in other 
words, forbidden, in relation to 
the Manchurian coast, the China 
coast; and most specifically the 
northeastern tip of Korea in close 
proximity to the Soviet border. 


Certain Modification. 


There was a modification in 
those restrictions in the event that 
our forces. were attacked outside 
of Korea, to the effect that he 
was authorized to retaliate in 
bombing against such operations.

| SUSSELL—Did those _ restric- 
tions originate with the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff... or did they 
originate in the United Nations? 


MARSHALL — Those _restric- 
tions directly related to views of 
the Chiefs of Staff as expressed 
and discussed in the National Se- 
curity Council with the represen- 
tation, with the presence of the 
President, the Vice President, my- 
self, the Secretary of State, and 
the head of NSRB (National Se- 
curity Resources:-Board). There. 
was an intermingling there of 
political necessities along with 
military directions. 


There was an agreement that 
not only were these restrictions 
necessary in order to avoid a 
break with our allies and a com- 
plete confusion in our relations 
to the United Nations and spe- 
cifically the Security Council, but 
they also felt it would be neces- 
sary in regard tothe retaliation 
that could be carried out by a 
heavy force if they developed on 
the Communist side.

RUSSELL—What is your opin- 
fon ... as to the potential power 
of retaliation available to the Sov- 
fet in the Korean war? 

RSHALL—You are asking,

RUSSELL— . . . I have been 
somewhat confused as to the 
nog or oo of these restric- 
ions as whether they origi- 
nated with the United Nations at 
the time they decided by resolu- 
tion to resist aggression in Korea, 
or whether they were the sug- 
gestion or the orders of our own 
Government ,... . 

MARSHALL — I ‘believe it will 
be best for me to take the suc- 
cessive resolutions of the. United 
Nations relating to this matter 
which form the basis for the mili- 
tary directions from their execu- 
tive agent, the President of the 
United States to our military com- 
mander in the Far East. 


I think you will see, as I read 
these, that positive directives are 
not included: policies, permission, 
you might say, are included. 

Then, it goes beyond that in the 
reactions of the delegates to the 
United Nations toward our con- 
duct of operations in which their 
troops were involved, and which 
involved the possibility of the de- 
velopment of a world war. 

On June 25 last the Security 
Council of the United Nations 
adopted a resolution: 

(a) Determining that the armed 
attack upon the Republic of Ko- 
rea by forces from North Korea 
constitutes a breach of peace; 


United Nations adopted a setend 


I resolution: 


“That the” members of the 
United Nations furnish, such as- 
sistance to the Republic of Korea 
as may be necessary to repel the 
armed attack and to restore in- 
ternational peace and security in 
the area.” 


Third Resolution Adopted. 


On July 7 last the Security 
Council of the United Nations 
adopted a third resolution recom- 
mending that all members pro- 
viding military forces and other 
assistance pursuant to the. afore- 
said Security Council resolutions 
make such forces and other as- 
sistance available to a _ unified 
command under the United 
States, and requesting the United 
States to designate the comman- 
der of such forces. 


From July 8 last. and onward, 
therefore, Gen. MacArthur served 
as commanding general of the 
United Nations forces, with his 
mission defined by the directive 
of June 27.-That is, to repel the 
armed attack and to restore in- 
ternational peace and security in 
the area. 

Late in September the advance 
being made by the United Na- 
tions forces was bringing them 
back to the vicinity of the thirty- 
eighth parallel. 


On Oct. 7 last the General As- 
sembly—not the Security Council 
—adopted a resolution restating 
the essential objectives of the 
United Nations as the establish- 
ment of a unified and ‘democratic 
government of Korea and recom- 
mended that all appropriate steps 
be taken to insure conditions of 
stability throughout Korea. 

This resolution then went on 
to previde that the United Nations 
forces should not remain in any 
one part of Korea—should not 
remain in any one part of Korea 
—except so far as necessary to 
achieve the two foregoing objec- 
tives. 

Thus, in this somewhat oblique 
fashion, the United Nations au- 
thorized its forces in Korea to 
advance beyond the thirty-eighth 
parallel. This authority, however, 
has always been considered as 
permissive, rather than manda- 
tory; and, at no time have the 
United Nations forces been given 
the task of unifying all of Korea 
by military action. 

In other words, the unification 
of North and South Korea has 
been set up as a political, rather 
than a military objective of the 
United Nations. 

Following the intervention of 
the Chinese Communists early in 
November, the United Nations be- 
came gravely concerned about the 
possible extension of the area of 
conflict beyond Korea. On Novem- 
ber 13, 1950, our Department of 
State advised several of the mem- 
ber nations having forces in Ko- 
rea as follows: 

“That it may be necessary at 
an early date to permit United 
Nations aircraft to defend them- 
selves in the airspace over the 
Yalu river to the extent of per-~ 
mitting hot pursuit of attacking 
enemy aircraft up to two or 
three minutes flying time into 
Manchurian airspace...” 

Serious concern was regis- 
istered by several nations that 
action in the way of hot pursuit 
might precipitate an extension 
of the hostilities. 

In response to this concern our 
Department of State advised that 
the United States would continue 
to give other governments having 
forces in Korea information in ad- 
vance of taking such decisions in 
order that they may express their 
views to which full consideration 
will be given. 

Thereafter, enemy air action in 
Korea did not develop to such an 
extent that it was deemed neces- 
sary to take a decision with re- 
spect to hot pursuit.

Gen. MacArthur believes that 
his program will bring to an early 
end the loss of life that is re 
sulting in Korea today He’ 
has argved that the Defense De- 
partment does not have a pro- 
gram that will bring this war 
to an end. 

Now that is a very vital ques- 
tion. Yesterday you went into 
some detail in answering that 
question. Unfortunately the great- 
er part of your answer. was 
chopped out of the record on the 
ground that it contained material 
that would be vital to our coun- 
try’s security and would adverse-

In the matter of security we all 
easily recognize that matters must 
not be sought out here in a way 
to break down our codes... or. to 
suggest other action by our op- 
ponents that would be very harm- 
ful to our interests, and I think 
everybody is in agreement that 
we must not disclose plans of cam- 
paign. .. . I am rather uncertain 
as to the extent of the under- 
standing in regard to security as 
to our armed forces. 


We. have to do always all in 
our power not only to maintain 
but to build up the fighting mor- 
ale of our forces. That is some- 


last war it was difficult in cer- 
tain areas. 


. It is equally difficult here. 
They have made a magnificent 
response and I was told only this 
morning the last reports indi- 
cated a very high morale, which 
is the most important factor. . . 
In bringing the operation to a 
successful conclusion, but I am 
disturbed and I should think 
you would be disturbed at the 
effect that will sweep through 
that force of a situation in which 
their commander has stated his 
views which accentuate the 
casualties that they are suffer- 
ing and in effect that it is 
without justified purpose. 

That is not only one time, 
a number of times; and the ef- 
fect of the fact that their 
commander has been in com- 
plete disagreement with the 
constituted authorities of this 
government, that is a mést seri- 
aus matter, and we should find 
some way of proceeding with 
this investigation that does not 
destroy us in the field by seri- 
ous reaction in the way of 
morale. 


Now, I don’t approach this 
fn the purely abstract manner 
because I have gone through 
some very grueling experiences 
in connection with it. 

A soldier can be very easily 
made to feel sorry for himself, 
particularly when he is in most 
d able, unattractive and 
dangerous localities, and par- 
ticularly when he has been 
called upon to make a termend- 
ous effort over a long period 
of time. 

There were certain statements 
made in the press during the last 
war in relation to our “forgotten” 
soldiers in Italy. . 

It was a very critical operation, 
because the force had been re- 
duced and yet they had to play 
a decided part in making possible 
the landing in Normandy. 

The effect of those statements 
was a tremendous. mail from 
wives, mothers and others to 
these soldiers, until I was told by 
at least one corps commander— 
‘and I think two—that the’ effect 
on morale had been so serious 
they didn’t know whether yr 
could carry out successfully the 
next planned operations. 

I went to Korea from Yalta on 
the request of authorities there, 
and had to talk—I remember one 
day—25 times, in the Apennines, 
in the mountains, to se various 
groups to try to bring them~into 
an understanding of the general 
situation. 

RUSSELL—Did you mean you 
went to Korea or to Italy? 

MARSHALL—Did I say Korea? 
Italy, That has been Somewhat on 
my mind. 

I was occupied three or four 
days there doing nothing but talk- 
ing to groups of troops all through 
the mountains because they 
thought it was urgently necessary 
that I do so because of the seri- 
ous—they felt, almost calamitous 
—effect of this tremendous mail 
from home resulting from these 
statements.

The Three Choices. 


Now, that is a war plan that 
this question leads to. I did state 
it yesterday, but it was—I said 
we had three choices ... as I saw 
them. The one was the extension 
of the campaign along the lines 
suggested by Gen. MacArthur. 
The one was to withdraw from 
Korea and violate our promise to 
those people and sacrifice them 
to assassination and probably al- 
most extinction, and the other 
was to fight where we were, to 
what advantage we could gain by 
the method that we followed. 

That method was to inflict the 
greatest number of casualties we 
could in order to break down not 
only the morale, but the trained 
fabric of the Chinese armies.

That is, inflict terrific casual- 
ties on the Chinese Communist 
forces. If we break the morale 
of their armies, but more par- 
ticularly, if we destroy their best 
trained armies as we have been 
in the process of doing, there, 
it seems to me, you develop the 
best probability of reaching a 
satisfactory negotiatory basis 
with those Chinese Communist 
forces, without getting ourselves 
into what we think would be a 
great hazard toward developing 
a much enlarged struggle with. 
consequently larger casualties or 
a complete world war. 


Aim to Keep Allies. 


And also that we will retain our 
Allies, bring them to more satis- 
factory reactions before the Unit- 
ed Nations as their confidence in 
our leadership in this delicate 
matter is increased, and generally 
improve the situation. 

You don’t object to my talking 
along at length here, do you? 

RUSSELL—No, sir. I want you 
to go into this. 

MARSHALL—I have some notes 
here relating to this, you might 
say, the criticism of stalemate 
which is directed so often at the 
campaign in Korea. 

In the first place, in the last 
five years the United States has 
been engaged in a unique strug- 
gle against Communist imper- 
jalism and aggression. This for 
us is an unprecedented situation 
and has called for unprecedented 
measures to deal with it. 

I want to recite these because 
this is part and parcel to them. 

For the last five years our su- 
preme policy has been to curb 
Communist aggression and, if pos- 
sible, to aveid another world war 
in doing so. The execution of this 
policy has required extraordinary 
patience, firmness and determi- 
nation in meeting and helping our 
Allies to meet, and helping them 
to meet challenges in Iran, Greece, 
Turkey, Trieste, Berlin and Indo- 
china, and finally Korea... . 

The results I think speak for 
themselves. 

Year by year the United States 
has opposed these aggressions 
with courage and poise, and in 
each’ instance the threats were. 
curbed or overcome without in- 
volving this Government in a total 
war. 


The struggle between the 
democraties, as we define the 
term, and the Communist 
powers is a continuing one. 
It has already lasted over five 
years, and it may last much 
longer. 

There ean be, I think, no 
quick and decisive solution to 
this global. struggle short of 
resorting to another world war. 
The cost of stich a conflict is 
beyond calculation. It is, there- 
fore, our policy to contain Com- 
munist aggression in different 
fashions in different areas with- 
out resorting te total war, if 
that be possible to avoid. 

This policy may seem costly, if 
maintained over a period of years, 
but those costs would not be eom- 
parable at all to what happens if 
we get involved in what you might 
call an atomic war. 

Korea is only the latest chal- 
lenger in this long, hard, continu- 
ing world-wide struggle. 

We are applying there the same 
policy that has been successfully 
applied in the ome gee aggres- 
sions that bap tacamne elsewhere 
in the world 

Each incident has: required dif- 
ferent military and. diplomatic 
efforts on our part, to cope with 
the situations as they develop, in 
one area or another. All of them 
have been costly, but Korea is 
the most all, for, it has 
involved the of our Ameri- 
can’ troops.

We refused to 
take that risk as long as there 
were other means of accomplish- 
ing our ends, and I at that time 
was Secretary of State. 

The effort to free Greece from 
Communist aggression took 18 
months. There were those who 
said that this was a hopeless ad- 
venture, and that we were mere- 
ly wasting our economic and mil- 
itary assistance to that country. 

It is true that our rescue of 
Greece was costly, but I do not 
think véry costly in comparison 
to the stakes involved; but it 
paid off not only by our saving 
Greece, or enabling Greece to 
save itself, but during the course 
éf this fight, the Soviet govern- 
ment ‘suffered its greatest post- 
war setback in the defection of 
Yugoslavia. 

I do not believe—i do not 
know, but I do not believe—that 
the action in Yugoslavia would 
have taken the course it did if 
Communist domination of Greece 
had occurred. 

While our foreign policy has 
piaced a  cosniderable burden 
upon the United States in recent 
years, it is likewise true that it 
has imposed great strains on the 
Soviet Government, and has cre- 
ated significant tensions within 
the Soviet orbit, which, in the 
end, may yield decisive advan- 
tages to this country and our 
allies. 

Skillful Force in Korea. 


What is going on in Korea Js 
a very difficult campaign. It has 
been met by very abl~ leadership, 
and very remarkable action by 
our troops, and those of our al- 
lies. It is a unified force. It is 
now a tremendously skillful force, 
and in ‘the co-ordination between 
the air and the ground and the 
ships, it has developed to an 
astonishing degree. | 

I repeat, that I think the course 
we are following now is virtually 
the only course you ‘could follow, 
and I merely am referring to pre- 
vious struggles we have had of 
the same basic nature, but the 
procedure we have taken has been 
adapted to the particular locality. 

RUSSELL—yYou have stated,

The Senators, who asked that 
their names not-be used, told re- 
porters Marshall made the state- 
ment yesterday at the Senate 
committee hearing on President 
Truman’s dismissal of Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur from his Korean 
and other commands. 

Marshall’s testimony about pos- 


sible retaliatory air strikes was 


not inclided in the record of 
the hearings made public after 
security censorship, but such a 
plan' of action has been widely 
reported. 

The secretary was shown by 
the official transcript to have told 
Senators that “if the Chinese 
Communists, with at least -equip- 
ment support from the Soviets 
and maybe more support, carry 
the war to us outside Korea (here 
about 100 words were deleted) 
then we have to retaliate.”

HIS conference is being held to consider one of the most im- 
*@ ©portant tasks facing our country. The lives of many millions 

of our fellow-citizens may depend on the development of a 
strong civil defense. The threat of atomic warfare is one which we 
must face, no matter how much we dislike it. | 

- We'can never afford to forget that the terrible destruction of 
cities, and of civilization as we know it, is a real possibility. 


There are two things our coun- 
must do in the face of this 
awesome and terrible possibility. 

One of them is te look to our 
civil defense. Se long as there 
is any chance at all that atomic 
bombs may fall on our cities, 
“we cannot gamble on being 
caught unprepared. 
not fool ourselves—there is such 
~ chance. We must prepare for 

t. \ > 

The other thing we must do 
4s to try to prevent atomic war 
‘from coming. That is what I 
have been working for ever 
ogince I became President. That 
4s what our foreign policy is 
-all about. ; 

The foreign policy of the 
United States is based on an 
Jeffort to attain world peace. 
Every action we have taken has 
had this aim. 

We are right in the midst of 
-a big debate on foreign policy. 
A lot of people are looking at 
this debate as if it were just a 
“political fight. But the stakes 
are a lot more important than 
.the outcome of an election. The 
“thing that is at stake in this 
debate may be atomic war. 

Our foreign policy is not a 
political issue. It is a matter of 
‘Hfe and death. It is: a matter 
of the future of mankind. 

‘- These two things—civil defense 
and foreign policy—are what I 
will talk about tonight. As you 
see, they are closely tied together. 
And they are both concerned with 
“@ form of warfare which is more 
destructive than anything the 
world has ever known before. 

Our civil defense problem starts 
with a few basic facts. 

Because there was an atomic 
explosion in the Soviet Union in 
1949, we must act on the as- 
sumption that they do have 
atomic bombs. 

They have planes that could 
drop atomic bombs upon our 


cities. ° 

© No matter how good our air 
defense may be, or how big an 
air force we build, a determined 
air attack by the Soviet Union 
could drop bombs upon this 
country. Our ‘air force experts 
say planes would get through, 
however good our defenses may 


Death Blow at Cities. 

+». The purpose of atomic attacks 
would be to strike a death blow 
at our cities; to burn out our cen- 
ters of production; and to create 
panic among our people. 

*« There is no complete protec- 
tion against an atomic bomb at- 
tack.

°“We must organize ourselves— 
in every city, factory, office and 
home.

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win an atomic war. But even if 
we win, an atomic war would 
be a disaster. 

The best defense against 
atomic bombing. is to prevent 
the outbreak of another world. 
war and achieve a real peace. 

We must benc all our energy 
to the job of keeping our free 
way of life, and to doing it 
without another war. 


We can have peace only *if we 
have justice and fair dealing 
among nations. The United Na- 
tions is the best means we have 
for deciding what is right and 
what is wrong between nations. 
It is a great attempt to make the 
moral judgment of mankind effec- 
tive in international affairs. Noth- 
ing is more important if mankind 
is to overcome the barbarian doc- 
trine that might makes right. 

Our best chance of keeping the 
peace and staying free, is for 
nations that believe in freedom 
to stick together, and to build 
their strength together. This is 
what we call collective security. 
We have been trying, since the 
last war was over, and even be- 
fore, to build a system of col- 
lective security among all those 
countries that really believe in 
the principles of the United Na- 
‘tions. 

I think we have made a lot 
of progress. | know that some 
people have become impatient 
with our efforts to establish col- 
lective security, because we have 
not yet succeeded in attaining 
world peace. But we are on the 
right road. 

Best Hope for Peace. 

There are cynics who scorn the 
United Nations, who are indiffer- 
ent to the need for co-operation 
among the free peoples. They do 
not understand that our best hope 
for peace is to bind together the 
nations that are striving for peace 
and to increase their strength to 
stop aggression. 
The United Nations is being 
severely tested today because of 
the Korean conflict. The fighting 
there is requiring great sacri- 
fices. In a time of crisis, there 
is a tendency to look for some 
easy way out regardless of the 
consequences. But we must not be 
misled. We must not lose sight 
of the world picture and the 
critical importance of the United 
Nations if we are to reach a 
permanent solution. | 

Comm aggression in Ko- 
rea is part of the world-wide 
strategy of the Kremlin to de- 
stroy~ freedom. It has shown 
men all over the world that 
Cemmunist imperialism may 
strike anywhere, anytime. 

The defense of Korea is part 
of the world-wide effort of all 
the free nations to maintain 
freedom. It has shown free 
men that if they stand togeth- 
er,. and pool their strength, 
Communist aggression cannot 


suceeed. ! 
The firm stand of the United 
Nations in Korea has checked the 
advancé of Communist imperial- 
ism throughout Asia. It is using 
up the military resources of the 
Chinese Communists to such an 
extent that they ure not able to 
carry out the designs of Commu- 
nist imperialism against the in- 
dependence of other Asian coun- 
tries. And the people of ‘those 
countries who have been resist- 
ing Communist aggression have 
now been given new hope and 
courage. 

The Consmonlet assault in Indo- 
china has been checked by the 
free people of Indochina with 
the help of the French. In Ma- 


‘laya, the British are holding firm 


against Communist guerrilla = 


tacks. In the Philippines, 
Burma and in other places in 
Asia, ‘Communist-led guerrillas 
are being blocked. 

The fight against aggression 
in Koréa has also dealt a heavy 
blow to the Kremlin conspir- 
acy outside of Asia. It has 
brought new hope and courage 
to free men in Europe, and in 
‘the Middle East, who face the 
Soviet menace across their fron- 
tiers. The fight against Com- 
munist aggression in the Far 
East is the fight against Com- 
munist aggression in the West 
as well. 

The struggle in Korea is a 
long and hard one. But it can 
be won—and our policy is de- 
signed to win it. 

The Chinese rulers are losing 
larger numbers of their soldiers. 
As these losses increase, ft will 
become clearer and clearer to 
them that aggression does not 
pay.

lowing our present course. 

Let me tell you that I have 
studied this question for a long 
time. It is not a question that 
can be decided in the light of 
Korea alone. It does not affect 
the far east alone. It is not a 
local question. It affects Korea 
and Japan, and the security of 
our troops in those places. But it 
also reaches Europe, and the 
future of the North Atlantic 
treaty, and the security of free 
people there and every where 
else in the world. It is a decision 
that affects the future of the 
United Nations and the future of 
the whole world. 

I have refused to extend the 
area of the conflict in the Far 
East, under the circumstances 
which now prevail, and I am 
going to tell you exactly why. 

I have refused first on mili- 
tary grounds. The best military 
advice I have been able to ob- 
tain—the best collective mili- 
tary advice in this country—is 
that this course of action would 
not lead to a quick and easy 
solution of the Korean conflict. 

On the contrary, it could very 
well lead te a much bigger and 
much longer war. Such a war 
would not reduce our casualties. 
in the Far East. It would in- 
crease them enormously. 

Such a war would expose our 
troops to devastating air and 
submarine attacks. It would 
seriously endanger Japan and 
the Philippines. It would unite 
the Chinese people behind their 
Communist rulers. 


Furthermore, a deep involve- 
ment on our part in a war in 
China, whateven the outcome 
there, would have critical mili- 

consequences in Europe. 
There is nothing that would 
give the Kremlin greater satis- 
faction than to see our re- 
sources committed to an all-out 
struggle in Asia, leaving Eu- 
rope exposed to the Soviet 
armies. 

These are some of the mili- 
try dangers. 

Moreover, there are other 
dangers. The Kremlin is try- 
ing, and has been trying for a 
long time, to drive a wedge be- 
tween us and the other free na- 
tions. It wants to see us iso- 
lated. It wants to see us dis- 
trusted. It wants to see us 
feared and hated by our allies. 

Our allies agree with us in 
the course we are following. 
They do not believe that we 
should take the initiative te 
widen the conflict in the Far 
East. If the United States 
were to widen the conflict, we 
might well have to go it alone. 

If we go it alone in Asia, we 
may destroy the unity of the 
free nations against aggression. 
Our European Allies are nearer 
to Russia than we are. They 
are in far greater danger. If 
we act without regard to the 
danger that faces them, they 
may act without regard to the 
dangers that we face.. Going it 
alone brought the world to the 
disaster of World War II. We 
cannot go it alone in Asia and 
go it in company in Europe. 
The whole idea of going it 
alone is the opposite of every- 
thing we have stood for 
and worked for since World 
War Il. Ift this way, going it 
alone in Asia might wreck the 
United Nations, the North At- 
lantic Treaty, and the whole 
system of collective security we 
are helping to set up. 

That would be a tremendous 
Soviet victory. 

We do not intend to fall into 
that trap. I do not propose to 
strip this country of its allies 
in the face of the Soviet dan- 
ger. ; P 
The path of. collective secur- 

ity is our only sure defense 
against the dangers that threat- 
en us. Moreover, it is the 
path te peace in Korea, to 
peace in the world. 

We are determined to do our 
utmost to limit the war in Korea. 
We will not take any action which 
might place upon us the respon- 
sibility for initiating a general 
war. But if the aggressor takes 
further action which threatens 
the security of the United Nations 
forces in Korea, we will counter 
that action. 

I repeat: I am convinced that 
the course we are now foll 
in Korea is achieving the most 
for peace—and at the least cost 


and die.. But by fighting on a 
limited scale now, we may be 
able to prevent a third world 
war later on. . 

Remember this: If we do 
have another world war, it will 
be an atomic war. We 


expect many atomic bombs. te 
i]; 


SI 


be dropped on American cities. 
And a single one of them gould 
cause many times more casual- 
ties than we have suffered in all 
the fighting in Korea. 

I do not want to be responsi- 
ble for bringing that about. 

Some people do not under- 
stand how the free werld can 
ever win this long struggle, 
without fighting a third world 
war. These people overlook the 
inner weaknesses of the Soviet. 
dictatorship. They forget that 
the free world is stronger— 
stronger in its determination, 
stronger in its staying power, 
stronger in its human resources 
~—than any system of slavery. 

The Kremlin’s system of ter- 
ror, which appears to be its 
main strength, is one of its 
greatest weaknesses. Dictator- 
ships are based on fear. They. 
cannot give their people happi- 
mess and peace. They have noth- 
ing to offer except aggression 
and slavery. 

As the aggressive tactics of 
the Kremlin are checked by the 
collective defenses of the free 
world, the futility of the whole 
Communist. program is becom- 
ing more and more apparent to 
ren! people under Soviet con- 


We can already see this process 
at work. In China, the failure of 
the Korean adventure is weaken- 
ing the hold of the Communist 
government. Wholesale arrests 
and executions are taking place. 
In the same way, the pressure of 
the police state is increasing in 
the other satellite countries. 
Yugoslavia has thrown off the 
Kremlin yoke. Every day refugees 
flee across the border from the 
iron curtain countries into the 
free countries of Europe.

CASUALTY LIST IN MANILA 
TYPHOON RISES; 24 KILLED 


MANILA, May 8 (AP)—Reports 
from outlying districts today 
added 44 persons to the list of 
probable victims of the tropical 
typhoon which lashed the Philip- 
pines Saturday. 

The known death toll is 24. At 
least 84 others are missing, the 
majority of them fishermen who 
were at sea. 

The Weather Bureau said the 
diminishing typhoon was headed 
northeast through the Bashi 
channel south of Formosa toward 
t he Ryukyu Islands Formosa air 
and sea services were disrupted.

tary | izing'a top interest rate of about 


27 per cent a year on installment 
loans up to $400 and providing 
for state regulation of small loan 
companies. 

The regulatory measure will go 
into effect immediately after he 
signs the bill, because of an 
emergency clause, but the inter- 
est rate bill will not become oper- 
ative until 90 days after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. That 
would tentatively put the effec- 
tive date at about Oct. 1. 

The bills, sponsored by the 
powerful national small-loan com- 
panies and the Missouri Bankers 
Association, were passed recently 
by the Legislature, ending a five- 
year campaign of the small-loan 
lobby to obtain high interest rate 
legislation in Missouri. 


Has Been 8 Pct. 
| The Missouri legal - maximum 
interest rate on contract loans has 
been 8 per cent a year since 
tadoption of the 1946 State Con- 
stitution invalidated the old state 
small-loan law which permitted 
rates of 30 and 36 per cent a 
year on loans up to $300. 

Gov. Smith said he was “sur- 
prised” at the lack of public in- 
terest in the bills. He said he had 
received no protests against the 
measure, and very few requests 
to approve them. 

The rate bill sets up an interest

formula which permits licensed 
lenders to charge $15 interest on 
each $100 lent, up to $400. The 
interest charge on that portion 
of loans in excess of $400 would 
be 8 per cent a‘year. 


The aggregate interest rate on 
loans in excess of $400 would be 
as follows: 22.8 per cent on a 
$500 loan; 15.4 per cent on ‘a 
cen —— 13 per cent on a 

oan, and 10.5 per cent on 
a $2000 loan. vai 


The special interest rates would 
be applicable to personal and con- 
sumer credit loans, but the 8 per 
cent maximum would still apply 
- commercial and real estate 
oans.

All classes of lending agencies 
would be permitted to charge the 
high rates on personal and con- 
sumer credit loans, including 


small-loan firms, banks, automo- 
bile finance companies and loan 
and investment concerns.

RUSSIAN PROPOSAL 
FOR JAPAN PACT 
REJECTED BY US. 


State Department Aid 
Calls Move an Effort 
to Get a Veto on Japa- 
nese Peace,

WASHINGTON, May 8 (UP)— 
The United States today rejected 
Russia’s latest proposal-to draft 
a Japanese peace treaty in a 
Council of Foreign isters com- 
posed of the Soviet Union, the 
United States, Britain and Red 
China. . 

The State Department said the 
Soviet proposal was an old one 
which Moscow “makes periodical- 
ly whenever it wants to stall the 
conclusion of Japanese peate.” 

“It Las always been rejected 
and will be again,” the depart- 
ment press officer Michael J. 
McDermott said in a special state- 
ment. “The Soviet effort is to 
get a veto and now, through Com- 
munist China, a double veto on a 
Japanese peace. It is mockery to 
pretend that to negotiate a Jap- 
anese peace under these condi-. 
tions ,, would actually produce 

ce. 
the State Department received 
this morning a copy of the Soviet. 
proposal handed yesterday to 
American Ambassador Alan G,- 
Kirk in Moscow. The Russian. 
move came in the midst of United 
States efforts to work out a draft 
treaty on which all parties would 
agree, and, failing that, to pro- 
ceed without Russia and Red 
China. 

McDermott said the Soviet 
note “is a long document con- 
taining much propaganda.” A\l- 
though he announced the United 
States’s rejection, be said the pro~ 
posal in due course will be fully 
answered formally by the State 
Department. 

The Kremlin note of 11 pages 
included a scathing and detailed 
denunciation of United States 
policies and 
Japan. 

The proposal called for the 
foreign ministers to meet within 
two months to prepare a treaty 
in collaboration with all nations 
taking part in the Pacific war. 
against the Japanese. 

Among other things, Russia 
proposed that the treaty demil- 
itarize and democratize Japan, 
limit the size of its armed forces 
and make sure that Japan does’ 
not enter any coalition against the 
nations which fought it in World 
War II. . 

The note charged that the 
United States’s effort toward con- 
cluding a sepafate treaty violates 
international agreements calling 
for such talks jointly with Rus- 
sia, China, Britain, France and 
other interested powers as pro- 
vided at the Potsdam conference. 

Britain also is expected to re- 
ject the Russian proposal, al- 
though it has suggested that the 
Chinese Reds be allowed to help 
write a Japanese peace treaty and 
eventually get Formosa, last 
stronghold of Chinese Nationalist 
forces.

Marshall testified that an order

News and World Report magazine. 

The Dec. 6 order, previously 
cited ’.in the White House an- 
nouncement of MacArthur’s dis- 
missal, wag a message from the 
Joint Chie Staff. It said 
speeches and ‘statements about 
fore and military policy must 
be cleared by the State and De- 
fense Departments and that mili- 
tary commanders in the field 
should “exercise extreme cau- 


~fion” to clear all except routine 
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statements. ' 
Marshall then cited MacArthur’s 
March 24 statement commenting 
on the Far Eastern situation and 
offering to confer with the Chi- 
nese Communist field commander 
for a truce.

Marshall acknowledged this 
was a good point and explained 
that he thought the effect of 
the bombing would be “rather 
remote to the present situation.”

NEW YORK, May 8. 


WO newspapers that helped arouse public concern about organ- 
ized crime, and six foreign correspondents were among winners 
of Pulitzer Prizes for 1950, announced late yesterday afternoon 


at Columbia University. 


The newspapers are the Miami (Fla.) Herald and the Brooklyn 
Eagle. Each received a $500 gold medal, “for the most disinterested 


and meritorious public service rendered by an American news- | 


paper during the yéar.” 


The six foreign correspondents receiving recognition—whose | 


accounts are published frequently in the Post-Dispatch—are Mar- 
guerite Higgins and Homer Bigart of the New York Herald Tribune, 
Keyes Beech and Fred Sparks of the Chicago Daily News and Rel- 


man Morin and Don Whitehead of the Associated Press. 


Miss Hig- 


gins, 30 years old, is the first woman to receive a Pulitzer Prize 
in journalism and the first of her sex to get such a — for stories 


on actual combat. 


It was the first time six re- 
porters had been honored as war 
correspondents. Each received a 
$500 cash award, as did each of 
the other individual winners. 


Morin was cited for his story, | 


“Death of an Airbase,” and for 
another story “Hatred to Stay 
Long After the Last Shot Is Fired 
in the Korean War.” Whitehead 
was honored for his story, written 
with the United States Marines 
outside Seoul, describing the Han 
River action. 

A special citation was given 
Cyrus L. Sulzberger, chief foreign 
correspondent of the New York 
Times. It was noted that he ob- 
tained a number of exclusive in- 
terviews, including one with the 
imprisoned Archbishop Stepinac 
in Yugoslavia, which “attracted 
wide attention.” 

Drama and national reporting 
awards were omitted. 

The prize for local reporting 
went to Edward S. Montgomery, 
of the San Francisco Examiner, 
on the basis of a series of stories 
which led to an expose in the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

William Harry. Fitzpatrick of 
the New Orleans (La.) States re- 
ceived the editorial writing 
award. 

Reg (Reginald W.):-Manning of 
the Arizona Republic, of Phoenix, 
won the cartoon award with a 
drawing entitled “Hats.” 

Max Desfor of the Associated 
Press won the prize in news pho- 
tography for a picture of refugees 
fleeing across a wrecked bridge 
in Korea. 

In the field of letters, “The 
Town,” a tale of pioneer Ameri- 
can life, by Conrad Richter, re- 
ceived the award for a novel. 

Other annual awards in the field 
of letters went to Carl Sandberg 
for his “Complete Poems”; to 
Margaret Louise Coit for her 
“John C. Calhoun, American Por- 
trait” in the realm of biography, 
and to R. Carlyle Buley .for the 
two-volume history of the “The 
Old Northwest, Pioneer Period 
1815-1840.” Douglas Stuart Moore 
won the music award with “Giants 
in the Earth,” a three-act opera, 
and the annual traveling scholar- 
ship in art was presented to 
Arthur Howard Hansen of New 
York. 

No explanation of the reason 
for omitting the drama award was 
made in the announcement by 
trustees of Columbia University 
of prize winners selected by the 
advisory board in compliance with 
the terms of the will of the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, late publisher of 
the New York World and the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch and founder 
of the Columbia Graduate School 
of Journalism. Last year ‘hat 
award was received by “South 
Pacific,” the smash hit Richard 
Rodgers-Oscar Hammerstein mu- 
sical comedy still current on 
Broadway. Four times previ- 
ously—in 1919, 1942, 1944, and 
1947—Pulitzer awards have been 
withheld from the theater. 

As to omission of the award 
for national reporting, the board 
formally asserted that the out- 
standing example “was the 
achievement in 1950 of Mr. Ar- 
thur Krock of the New York Times 
in obtaining an exclusive inter- 
view with the President of the 
United States.” The board with- 
held the prize, however, because |& 
Krock is a member of the ad- 
visory group. His exclusive in- 
terview presented the President's 
opinions on foreign and domestic 
issues which previously had not 
been made authoritatively clear. 
Krock won Pulitzer Prizes in 1935 
and 1938. 

Except for Sparks, each of the 
six foreign correspondents re- 
ceived a prize for dispatches from 
Korea, where most of them have 
been assigned intermittently for 
the duration. Sparks was hon- 
ored for his article concerning the 
recruitment and training of a re- 
born Nazi army trained for serv- 
ice by the Soviet Union in the 
East German Zone. Bigart is a 
two-time winner, having received 
the award in 1945 for Pacific war 
correspondence. 

The Brooklyn Eagle conducted 
a campaign for a year and a half 
against organized crime. It was 
opened with a series of articles 
by Edward Reid and before they 
had been completed, the charges 
they contained were being investi- 
gated by the district attorney. 
The Eagle charged that gambling 
and rackets were taking millions 
of dollars annually in Brooklyn 
with the connivance of police ol 
ficials. Since the campaign be- 
gan, investigations have confirmed 

many of the paper’s charges, and 
it it has continued to print many 
exclusive articles on the subject. 

The campaign of the Miami 
Herald ended in the removal from 
office of the sheriffs of Dade and 
Broward counties, the closing of 
sone casinos in the area and

cedented” practice of carrying his disagreement 
on policy into public debate. 

Secretary Marshall .documented all of. these 
charges. He showed that the Jan. 12 memo- 
randum of. the Joint Chiefs, which Gen. Mac- 
Arthur interpreted as backing his policy of 
expanded war, was actually a tentative program 
to be adopted if and when our situation in 
Korea became much worse. He made clear that 
the Joint Chiefs as well as Gen. MacArthur’s 
other superiors concurred in shelving parts of 
the program when the U.N. position improved. 

On the “appeasement” issue, Secretary Mar- 
shall showed that he and the Administration 


. never favored achieving a cease-fire by negotiat- 


ing the questions of Formosa and Chinese 
recognition. If a cease-fire could be obtained on 
other terms, they were willing to have these 
questions discussed in negotiations for a final 
peace settlement. But the American position in 
such negotiations would be to oppose turning 
over Formosa and opening the U.N. to the 
Chinese Communists. 
. - * 


Perhaps the most serious charge against the 
general is the third. In support of it, Secre- 
tary Marshall says that. when Gen. MacArthur 
announced in the field that Korean peace nego- 
tiations must be confined to Korean issues alone, 
he “increased our troubles with our allies.” His 
statement had such a “serious impact” that the 
effort to get negotiations started had to be 
abandoned, according to the Secretary. 


Apart from this direct rebuttal of the gen- 
eral’s testimony, Secretary Marshall throws in 
his own judgment against the general’s when 
he says that bombing: Manchuria -would not 
bring a quick and decisive victory and an end 
to the casualties as the general assumes. He 
demonstrates that all of the general’s superiors 


_ have agreed on Korea policy—that it is Gen. 


MacArthur, and nobody else, who is out of step. 


Finally, he points out that while theater com- 
manders may often disagree with their su- 
periors, few of them carry the disagreement 
into the arena of public debate. That is new, 
and that is “what has brought about the neces- 
sity for Gen. MacArthur’s removal.” 
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A Good Bill Advances 


One really first-rate bill is on its way through 
the Illinois Legislature. This is the long-over- 
due city manager plan enabling measure, now 
passed by the House, 90 to 19, and sent to the 
Senate. Overwhelming adoption in the House 
reduces the little showing of opposition among 
a labor leader or two to proper proportions. 

Any hesitation about the pending bill can 
only be based on misinformation. More than 1000 
cities in 44 states are enjoying the benefits of 
‘professional administration of municipal affairs. 
Maine has 109 city manager towns, California 
and Texas each 80, Michigan 78, Virginia, 56 
and Florida 55. Missouri has some 15, including 
University City. ' 

It is baffling that any organization, least of 
all any group of wage earners who stand to 
gain so much from wise conservation. of tax 
funds, could oppose a city manager enabling bill. 
If any group or any Illinois legislator thinks 
that it is a protection of labor’s interest to be 
opposed or lukewarm, let the answer come from 
S.A. Galatas, president of the Laundry Workers 
International Union: 

With the council-manager plan we have 
seen improved and expanded services for 
our citizens, better streets, better lighting, 
bettey recreation, improved health and phys- 
ical safeguards and comprehensive planned | 
development—without increasing tax assess- 
ments. 

To quote another labor leader, Amos W. 
Doane, business representative of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists: “Labor leaders 
should support the council-manager plan.” This 
bill ought to be one of the early measures on 
Gov. Stevenson’s desk for signature. Its passage 
will be a credit to the Republican leadership in

The possibility of abuse8 in connection with 
tax collections is self-evident. There is always 
a charice for collusion between those who col- 
lect and those who pay. The “fix” is a constant 
temptation. For this reason the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue and the Treasury ought to be 
as far above suspicion as the courts. But devel- 
opments elsewhere—especially in California— 
show integrity cannot be taken for granted. 

In view of Senator Williams’ accusations, 
Judge Moore’s charges take on even greater 
seriousness. The duty of the grand jury is clear. 
And so is the duty of those who are supposed 
to assist the grand jury. 
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Decision to Be Reversed 

The State Senate Appropriations Committee’s 
out-of-hand denial of funds for a four-year medi- 
cal school at the University of Missouri in 
Columbia certainly should be reconsidered. The 
request of the university’s curators for $13,500,- 
000 was the result of 10 years of study. It is 
far too important to be turned down without 
the most serious discussion... Yet the committee 
did not even wait to hear the curators’ full story. 

In a brief executive session, the committee 
simply concluded that the money is not ayvail- 
able. Now, it is true that. the state’s postwar 
reserve fund has been largely depleted. But 
there is an unappropriated balance of from 
$20,000,000 to $25,000,000. in the current general 
fund. At least part of this certainly could be 
used to get work on the medical school under 
way. And all of the funds need not be made 
available at once, 

The curators are prepared to give the Legis- 
lature additional information on the request for 


.the appropriation. And, since Missouri and the 


nation desperately need more doctors and more 


“hospital beds, these facts should be considered. 


Failure to do so will raise a strong suspicion 
that a handful of legislators blocking the ap- 
propriation really are less interested in state 
finances than in the political game which’ al- 
ready has too long prevented the building of the 
medical school. : 


An Idea for the Hearings 

Marquis Childs makes an interesting sugges- 
tion today in his tribute to Gen. Ridgway, who 
did so much to pull the Korean war back from 
the brink of disaster. The suggestion is that cor- 
respondents like Stan Swinton of the Associated 
Press, Keyes Beeeh of the Chicago Daily News- 
Post-Dispatch service and others be called for 
testimony in Congress. 

As Mr. Childs says, the correspondents need 
not be asked for their conclusions. It would be 
valuable in itself to hear from trained observers 
who were eyewitnesses. And eyewitnesses, let it 
be said, without a stake in protecting the repu- 
tations of any military leaders of whatever rank 
who may have made mistakes.

Because Britain was as much provoked 
at Gen. MacArthur as our own Administra- 
tion was, some Americans have said that 
we are “pulling Britain’s chestnuts out of 
the fire.” 

They contend that the British want to 
appease the Communists because of their 
trade interests in Hong Kong and China, 
their trade with Russia, and their other 
commercial interests around the fringes 
of the Soviet empire. Dean Acheson’s 
“containment poli- 
cy.” it is argued, is 
merely -‘British ap- 
peasement.” 

Actually, Britain's 
trade with the So- 
viet sphere is trivial. 
Last year all the 
Iron Curtain coun- 
tries together ac- ~ 
counted for less than 
3 per cent of Bri- 
tain’s imports and 
Secretary Acheson 
of her exports. These figures include the 
trade of Hong Kong as China’s gateway. 


The British commercial “stake” in the 
Soviet Empire, therefore, could hardly ac- 
count for British foreign policy. 


But -Britain’s interest in general world 
trade can truly be said to lie at the base 
of her policies. It always has. 


For several hundred years Great Britain 
has aimed its policies at the preseryation 
of peace and international commerce. It 
has always tried to keep wars small, to 
avoid ruinous showdowns, to compromise 
where possible. What is wicked about that? 


This same attempt to prevent World 
War III is indeed the’ heart of our contain- 
ment policy, of. our attempt to build up 
the defenses of that most vital area of 
freedom and ecqnomic power — Western 
Europe. It is the heart of our policy to 
avoid, if we can with honor, the disaster 
of full-scale war in Asia. 


America’s present foreign policy is, in 
fact, similar in many ways to the policy by 
which the British kept the world at peace 
throughout the century between Napoleon 
and Kaiser Wilhelm. 


The United States has, in effect, taken 
the place of Britain in military power, in 
overall economic strength, and in leader- 
ship of the peace-loving nations of the 
world. 


It is strange that the attacks on this 
policy should be made in order to advo- 
cate the most direct and violent foreign 
intervention on the Asiatic mainland. 


It is strange that those who have always 
said we should defend our own frontiers 
and avoid “foreign entanglements” now 
urge all-out war against China. 

It is strange that those who object to aid 
to Europe, as an unnecessary aggravation’ 
of the Communists, now want us to under- 
take a full scale military operation against 
Communists in Asia! 

The policy of limiting war and of en- 
couraging peaceful settlement may be Brit- 
ish. But it is also American. It is the 
policy of all democratic countries. 

We are not limiting the war in Asia 
merely to protect British trade, but to pro- 
tect all trade throughout the world as the 
surest way to build peace.

Brewers’ Foundation con- 
vention at Hotel Chase, Slichter 
told the Post-Dispatch that the 
recent 10 per cent wage increase 
restriction got off to a bad start 
when many large industries ne- 
gotiated agreements with unions 
calling for increases of more than 
10 per cent. 

“Acceptance by the Government 
of these contracts as ions 
to the rule ultimately may force 
abandonment of the whole pro- 
gram,” he said. “If the Govern- 
ment tries to execute several 
policies, depending on how tough 
a particular union is, the wage 
program is bound to suffer.” 

Discussing inflation controls in 
general, Slichter said: “It seems 
to me the main lack in the pres- 
ent program is absence of ways 
and means to encourage personal 
saving. In the next year personal 
incomes will rise by an annual 
rate of more than 20 billion dol- 
lars, while the supply of con- 
sumer goods will remain about 
the same. 

“Consequently the crux of the 
inflation problem is to eliminate 
or reduce that gap. “art of the 
gap can be eliminated by raising 
personal income taxes. With taxes 
as high as they now are, it is un- 
likely that more than four billion 
dollars as recommended by Pres- 
ident Truman can be raised in 
this way.” 

Most practical way of closing 
the rest of the gap between per- 
sonal income and available con- 
sumer goods, Slichter continued, 
is by encouraging saving by the 
public, and by discouraging what 
he called “dis-saving,” or the 
spending by a wage-earner of 
more than his income. fe 

Rigid credit restrictions are 
the best way to prevent “dis- 
saving,” the economist said. And 
both government and _ business 
should encourage savings by of- 
fering more attractive securities, 
he added.

O’Dwyer—and Rudy wasn’t sur- 
prised when O’Dwyer lost his 
temper under the grilling about 
Costello’s influence over City 
Hall.

“Before the Truman Commit- 
tee, O’Dwyer crossed swords 
with Senator Ferguson instead of 
Tobey, and there he lost his tem- 
per, too. On one occasion, he in- 
vited the Senator to step outside 
with him behind the Senate Of- 
fice Building—and for a couple 
of seconds, it looked as though 
Homer might take him up on it.”

N our television program, dur- 
ing the Kefauver hearings, 
Halley told us that he thought 
O’Dwyer came off well under 
questioning; and he repeats now: 
“I remember that when I saw the 
newspapers ... and the way they 
had turned against him, I was not 
only surprised, I was shocked.” 
But now the five Senators have 
digested, evaluated, and pro- 
nounced véerdict on the evidence 
Halley dug up, and even after 
first drafts were revised, the final 
report is rougher on O’Dwyer, 
there had been no venom: 
-“T had known O’Dwyer and 
personally liked him. Before he 
appeared, we reached an under- 
standing that before he was ques- 


tioned, he could have his com- 
plete say—and we stuck to that 
agreement.” 

Some critics of the methods of 
the investigation point out that 
O’Dwyer was not permitted to 
cross-examine damaging witness- 
es. Says Halley: 

wet knew that Crane, 
who told us later at the hearings 
that he gave the Mayor $10,000, 
might testify. As a trained lawyer, 
he must certainly be familiar with 
his rights at Congressional hear- 
ing. Why didn’t he do what Mor- 
an did—request me or some other 
member of the committee to ask 
the questions he wanted an- 
swered?

In his job as Chief Counsel to 
the Kefauver Committee, Halley’s 
salary was set at $17,000—but he

Watch out for tree limbs near 
the chimney opening—they can 
ruin the chimney draft.

MAKING A BUSINESS OF BIGNESS 


General Steel Makes the World's Biggest Castings 
for Railroads—yet there’s Room for a Garden 
Beside the Granite City Plant

‘ZF YOU’RE PLANNING a 
vacation trip by railroad 
this summer, the odds are 

that the locomotive that pulls 
your train and the car you 
ride in will be rolling on 
wheels held straight and true 
in undercarriages that were 
engineered right here in our 
community. 

_ The odds are good,-too, that 

—even if your trip takes you 

through Granite City—you 

won't recognize the vast foun- 
dry and machine shop build- 
ings off State street as the 
home of one of this commun- 
ity’s big, native industries. 

And now that we’re on the 

point, ‘just what does “big” 

mean when we talk about busi- 
ness? 

It’s not always an‘easy ques- 
tion to answer, as we found 
out the other day when we 
went over to see the local 
plant of the General Steel 
Castings Corporation. General 
Steel is not by any means one 
of the biggest companies in 
the country. It only seems that 
way when you walk your legs 
off down the 2000 feet of its 
main foundry building—the 
largest in the world.

its roots half-a-century deep in 
the local economy, plays an 
even bigger part in the econ- 
omy of a world that rolls on 
steel rails.

HATEVER the relative 
W size of the operation, 

bigness is what this 
company has always had to 
sell. From its very beginning 
as the Commonwealth Steel 
Company, its pride was the 
manufacture of steel castings 
bigger and more complicated 
than other foundries cared— 
or dared—to produce—princi- 
pally for railroad cars and lo- 
comotives. That is what the 
company’s Granite City works 
—still known as the Common- 
wealth plant —specializes in. 
And that’s what the Common- 
wealth name stands for among 
railroad men everywhere—not 
only in the United States, but 
in Africa, Europe, Australia 

_ and South America as well. 

This meant endless pioneer- 
ing—finding out how to make 
larger and more intricate parts 
—cast in a single unit of steel 
—than had ever seemed possi- 
ble. Today, the company turns 
out as a single piece the whole 
underframe and cylinders of a 
steam locomotive, the com- 
plete understructure of a 
freight car and the complex 
framework that holds the 
wheels of diesel locomotives 

passenger cars. 

On our visit to the plant we 
saw one steel casting (for a 
depressed center flat car) so 
long that it took three ordinary 
flat cars to ship it. Once the 
company cast a steel spud— 
a spar to anchor a dredge to 
the floor of ocean harbors— 
that lacked three-eighths of an 
inch of being 100 feet long. By 
anybody’s definition, that’s big 
—and it takes a. big company 
to handle it.

LUTHER A. KLEBER, 
manufacturing vice president, 
and William L. Shank, works 
manager, took an afternoon 
off to show us around and did 
their level best in explana- 
tions, but it would take a cou- 
ple of weeks to get even a 
good starting idea of the com- 

lex process of big steel cast- 
ing. It begins on an engineer’s 
drawing board, where every 
detail of the design to be fol- 
lowéd is worked up with a 
skill that we gathered was a 
major part of the company’s 

stock in trade.

Next comes the pattern shop 
where the drawing is trans- 
formed into patterns whose 
shapes will be reproduced in 
the final casting. 


The next step is making the 
mold. A_ special -like 
mixture is rammed against the 
patterns to form the shape of 
the contours of the casting. 


The mold is in two parts. 
When the patterns afe re- 
moved, hardened: sand shapes 
called cores are put into the 
mold to give the contours of 
the casting. The two halves 
are then put together. Inside 
is an intricate cavity having 
exactly the form and shape of 
the casting that will be made 
when molten steel is poured in 
through the top. of the mold 
and allowed to solidify. 


When the rough castings 
come out, they are cleaned up 
and machined to exact: speci- 
fications.

To do all this takes massive 
equipment — from overhead 
cranes that can lift up the 
whole frame of a locomotive 


like water at over 3000 degrees 
—to sa 


arm moving back and 

to shoot sand into a mold below 
at a speed of 108 miles an 
hour, packing it hard and firm 
against the patterns. 


It also takes men with the 
highest craft skill—men like 
Henry Meyer, who is an ex- 
pert on the'special qualities of 
sand mixtures, on which the 
exactness of finished castings 
depends —- men like Charlie 
White, who, after 45 years at 
Commonwealth, knows just 
about all there is to know 
about melting steel—men like 
James Brown, who can shave 
hard steel with a pneumatic 
chipping hammer as easily as 
you can whittle shavings from 
a wooden stick—and hundreds 
of others whose combined 
years of experience on their 
ig jobs give General Steel its 
special know-how.
